As Bcrap by suiup the distressing 
facta connected with the loss of the 
stettmsbip Pacific come to band the 
ooiumunity is more and more impress- 
ed with the idea that the disaster was 
one that the exercise of ordinary care 
•would have averted. Viewed in the 
light of subsequent disclosures it is in- 
teresting to observe bow completclv 
tho statement of Mr. Jelly, the only 
surviviug ijaasonger, has been borne 
out. A great deal tliut aeouied inox 
plicable aud improbable iu thut stute- 
meiit is riiiataiueJ bj the ntiitomeut of 
the rescued qiinrteniiaster and of tlie 
Captain aud orew of the Orpheus. That 
th3re a collisio]i; that that colli- 
sion openo-1 tho bows of tho Pacific; 
aud that abo Himk iu coDBeijueuce of 
tho iujurv thus sustained, are facts 
that hiivo been made ho clear that 
there is no longer room for cotijecture 
or doubt. The sworn Htatenieutof the 
watch ou duty on board tlio Orpheua 
ia to the effect thattlie Captain of their 
vessel said he wanted to speak the 
steamer; and ran down so cloacly 
that it was impossible to avoid a colli 
sion. After the ship was struck the man 
at tho wheel swears he was ordered 
to keep her ou her course; that ho did 
so and that, although the titeaiuship 
hailed and put about to get assistance, 
tho Orpheus ran away from her, and 
that tho steamship's lights disappear- 
ed in about 15 uiinuteH. The Captain 
of the Orpheus claims that he was con- 
cerned for the safety of his own ves- 
Bel, believing her to be the moat in- 
jured by the stroke which (he says) 
was dealt him by the steamship. The 
wreck of the Orpheus was examined 
by Commander Harwood of the Unit- 
ed States revenue cutter, and other 
competent gentlemen, and all state 
unreservedly that from the marks on 
her hull the Orpheus must have been 
ran into by the steamship. The Cap- 
tain of the ship cloima to have receiv- 
ed the stroke while he was laying-to 
to avoid coming in contact with the 
steamship. Mr. Jelly and the quar- 
termaster say that when the Pacific 
got clear of the Orpheus she went 
ahead again at fall speed, the word 
was passed along tfiat "it was all 
right," there had "only been a colli- 
sion," and that they had time to go 
below agaia and prepare for bed be- 
fore the startling cry, "the steamer ia 
sinking," burst upon tbem in all its 
awfulness. All this time tfaey suppus- 
od the steamer was running away from 
tho ship. But it would appear (if we 
are to accept the statement of the 
crew of the (Jrphcus as correctj that 
the steamship was put about aud run 
after the ship to pruenre assistauce 
from her, and that the words "it's all 
right," were uttered to avoid a j)aaic 
afnung the jjasKengers. The L'ajjtain 
of the Orjjheus dues Aclcnowledgo that 
he saw a blue li^'lit. This must have 
been one of the four lights that Jolly 
burned after being directed to tlair 
repository by Capt. Howell, at which 
time he (Jflly) found the wheel of the 
Pficitic desfited and the eng nes going 
!it full speed. The :: was ix guii on 
lioai il the steamship. Why was it not 
fired? There were rockets. AVuy 
w£re they not sent up? T'here were 
life-boats. Why wore they not launched? 
Thenn arc (lUcHtiooa that occur to every 
one 111 (iideiiM^iiag tUia tiuly awful oalam- 
ily. N'ow, as to the nhip: When iha 
Captiiin of t li"! OrplwUH wun told thfre 
was fi lifiil and rr]i\H of disfrcss from tho 
htrmiiMhip, It wnH but niituru.1 that he 
sliciild lirst coucoru hiuiKclf about the 
Hufidy of Ins own veRsol and a.scprtain 
that nlie had not austaiupil diimaRe milli- 
cieni to cause bor JcMti uclion. liu savs 
timt he HonoiJcd the piunps and fouu l 
hiT inakinp; no water, ;iiid th'-ii f;orH on 
to Hay that the liuil of ''nhip uboyl" fruui 
the bti3.iuii;r was repurti'd to hiui by tim 
man at tho whi>el. Having n.icorldned 
that his «hip was all right he says ho 
"coinmouced to Hhorten Hitil;" but \Yiiy 
duhho not put about and ran down to 
the rt'-auier ? The hail rankt have shown 
him |diiinly llinr tho Ht.'aiuMbip ncodcil 
!is-.ist^uii;(' ; mid i' Sfi-iiis ttraiigo Unit if 
cries of distress from the ])i iiii|o on tlio 
sti'iimship worn iiuanl by jIIiits on board 
the sliip that tho Captain did not liiur 
tlicm. We triiut wo shall nut bo conuid- 
.'(tied as judging this man harshly, or add 
ing onu pang tu the anguiab which (if hu 
lie aiiiiiiated by tho eotumonpit dictiiti's 
(if hu riKiii ity ; iiiiist wring hiu heart whoa 
\\n nay it is perfectly clear thut if he 
had .insworod the hail , ran -low i to the 
st!,'iiuii-r aud soiit his liuuls to tin- rescue, 
not a siiul of thu hirj^a coiiip iuy that 
perished so miserably almost within «iKhi 
of our harlior need liavo been lost. Tho 
at^oiiy of mind our friends on tho steam 
sliip saH'Hrod as they saw tho lights of tlie 
ship hide away and realized tnat tiKty 
M. ichd'tto their fato must liiivo Ixion 
tcrrilihi indciHl. .Ml tliu faets coiiiiccti-d 
with this diiabtor will never h'l known; 
but enough has come to linnd to hIiow 
thut thoro was culpable caroloBSnena on 
onu side or the other; that on ih- part of 
the steamship there was a lack of disoip- 
lino anil a want of speedy and safe mo- 
llioih for I;iuncliiii;< the bouts; and that 
III) tho p:ii't of the shin tlicr(.' v/as 
i iii upiiarcnt) iinliiriToiico to tho oricn of 
distress wliioh aroso from tlio Binkiuff 
piH)i)le. Wo trust this matter will bo 
siftod to the bottom; and that tho brniid 
of ri^sponsibility for the loss of life and 
property will bo indelibly sfQzed to the

Lord t!iir- 
nr.rvon by withdriiwing tho cxprfsBi'jii 
which gave ofToRco to thu slui iiy Colonial 
spirit, acted like n statesman, and Jlr. 
Froudo must get oredit for bis oonoilia- 
tory demeanor. It is now not improb- 
able that, in the near future.', we shall see 
a Confederation in South Africa. Tho 
dilSoulty which requires to be met arisen 
out of the relation of tho white settlers 
to a Cafifro population, described as in- 
creasing St such an alarming ratio as to 
menace the British hold on the regions 
beyond the Cape, unless steps bo taken 
to imprpTe the situation. Though more 
remotely tha^ other pitrt{i of the British 
possessidns in South Africa, of course, 
the Cope is dsoply interested in the ques- 
tion, some may ho[)0 that a far sighted 
policy will prevail over what may to sol 
fish and narrow minds seem the immo- 
diate interest of the Oape.

Thoy are betting in London that the 
Priuco of Wales will bo assassinated 
in India. 

A man in Dusseldorf, rniasia, late- 
ly murdered his wifo and diuighior be- 
cause tliey ridiculed bis red hair. 

Londou bridge is to be widonod, 
Oil an average (iOO.OOO' foot jjassen- 
gers cross it, and moro that 116,000 
borsos, in a wee];. 

Two-story railroad coaches are tho 
latest Swiss idea. Twelve cars aro 
now making for branchdino servioo, 
which weigb ten tons and bavo nixty- 
siz boats each. 

During tho investigations of the 
vault boueath the inriuisitiun at iloino, 
five immurod skeletons bavo been 
found, and skulls and fragments of 
bodies are frequently turned up. 

A considerable trade in live stock 
has recently sprung up between Eii":- 
land and Iceland. Shocp and cattle 
are being successfully exported from 
the latter country in large numbcr.y.
